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Acquiring a National banknote from the Pitsfield National Bank, Charter 1020, 
is something of an event these days. Although it is one of the early new Hampshire 
chartered banks, dating to 1865, and still active today, few of their notes appear 
to have survived. They issued $1, $2, $5, $10, and $20 First Charter notes, end 

sheets containing three $10 and one $20 in the 1875 series, the brown backs, 1902 
Red Seals, 1902 Date Backs, and the 1902 Plain backs. The note shown is of the plain 
back series and dated Feb, 17, 1905. It is signed by Herbert Fischer as cashier and 
why there is no president's signature is a puzzle. The N near the large 1020 charter 
numbers indicated New England which was an aid in sorting for redemption. Note that 
the charter number is also in the border at each end and twice at top and bottom. 
Total value of notes issued was $670,750 and only $1540. was unredeemed in 1935. 

One reason fo • the small amount was no small notes issued. 
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The $50. Bliss College note shown with a PORTSMOUTH, N. H. overprint is like the 
one shown earlier fron Keene in $100. value, so the other values probably were used.
